President McKinlev has held back 
congress from action another day.

Is stated that he expects to receive an 
answer to his ultimatum to Spain to­ 
morrow or Saturday and he still hopes 
th a t peace may be secured and Cuba 
given freedom. 


The ultimatum is to the efToct that 
nothing short of the freedom of Cuba 
will be accepted. 


The predldent announces that he will 
wait until Saturday night and if Spain 
has not accepted his terms by that 
time he will send a message to congress 
on Monday recommending action or In 
other words war.

Madrid, March 31.—A cabinet council 
was held yesterday afternoon to con­ 
sider tlie American proposals. Another 
will be held today, preslded ovor by the 
queen regent, and at 4 p. ni. today there 
will be a final conference between Unit­ 
ed States Minister Woodfoid, Senor Sa- 
gusta (the premier). Senor CHuIton (the 
foreign minister), and Senor Moret (the 
minister for the uolonies). 


The proposition which Spain will an­ 
swer covers two points only. It Is as fol­ 
lows: Spain to proclaim Immediately 
an armistice In Cuba to last until Octo­ 
ber, during which interval the United

do her beat toward relieving the suffer­ 
ing and .starvation on the island, with 
America to be allowed to assist in this 
work.

mnsio. To iti lonndation npon this 
acbool is dae the taot thai there has 
been no decadence in mnsio in Ger­ 
many. There has been no advance iu 
polyphony since the days of Bach. Such 
advance as has been made has been iu 
originality and boldness of modnlatiou. 


For pare organ mnsio Bach still is 
and probably will always remain tbe 
greatest of all composers. Even with 
all tbe modern mecbauical appliances 
that have been attached to the organ, 
his works are still very difflcult-per- 
haps the most difficnlt of organ compo­ 
sitions. He must have been as great an 
organist as be was a composer. That he 
should have been able to play upon the 
organ of his day works so exacting in 
technique as his own is simply marvel­ 
ous. 


It is one of the phenomena of musical 
history that, while orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of music were in 
their infancy in Bach’s day and have 
developed since then, Bach brought or­ 
gan mnsio to its climax. He was not the 
small source whence flowed a rivulet 
which iu time was to expand into a 
broad stream ; he was the broad stream 
itself. The word **Bach'* in German 
means a brook, which led a famous Ger­ 
man composer to say punningly that 
this great master was not a Bach, but 
an ocean.—Forum.

Many persons of both sexes are great­ 
ly troubled with cramp in oiio or both of 
their legs. It conies on suddenly and in 
very severe. 
Most people jump out of 
bed (it nearly always comes on either 
just after going to bed or w'hile undress­ 
ing) and ask some one to rub tbo leg. 


Thero is nothing easier than to make 
the spasm let go its hold, and it can bu 
accomplished without sending for a doc­ 
tor, who may bo tired and in need of a 
good night's rest. 
When I have a pa­ 
tient who is subject to cramp, I always 
advi.se him to provide himself with a 
good strong cord. A long garter will do 
if nothing else is handy. 
When the 
cramp conies on, take the cord, wind it 
around the leg over the place that is 
cramped and take an end in each hund 
and givK it a sharp pull—one that will 
hurt a little. Instantly the cramp will 
depart, and the sufferer can go to bod 
assured it will not come on again that 
night. I have saved myself many n good 
night’s rest simply by posting my pa­ 
tients subject to spasms of the legs how 
to use tbe cord as above. I have never 
known it to fail, and I have trit d it alt­ 
er they had worked half the ni^^ht aiul 
the patient was in the most intense 
agony.—New York Ledger.

LansiD^, March 31.—The house yes* 
terday by a unanimous vote adopted a 
resolution asking the governor to sub­ 
mit a message under which the provi­ 
sions of the general tax law alTected by 
Tuesday’s tax title decision of the Su­ 
preme court may be amended, and the 
needed remedies applied. 


Mr. Sawyer exploded a bomb in the 
shape of a resolution reciting the rea­ 
sons given by the governor for culling 
the session, and directing attention to 
tne fact that the Pipgree bill applies 
only to telegraph, telephone, railroad 
and express companies. The resolu­ 
tion called for a message under which 
street and electric railway, electric and 
gas light, plank road, palace and sleep­ 
ing cars, waterway and insurance com­ 
panies, which practically escape taxa­ 
tion now, may be made to pay an equal 
share of taxes. 


Mr. Sawyer made a rousing speech, 
reading from the governor’s message 
the demand for equal taxation and from 
the petitions and letters received by 
the governor to show that the demand 
of the people is not that the four classes 
of corporations oe brought to time and 
twice as many permitted to escape, but 
that all be taxed equally. 


Mr. Sawyer made a strong appeal for 
indwpendent action on the part of the 
members, and urged them to stand for 
the equal taxation of all interest^. Mr. 
Atkinaon sarcastically complimented 
Mr. Sawyer on his disinterested frieati- 
bhip for the governor, although he ex­ 
pressed distrust for the measures com­ 
ing from a participant in last week’s 
secret conference ‘’at Bu/zard’s Koost, 
on tlie Grand river,” when Collector 
Rich was present to investigate the 
smuggling operations. 
Mr. Atkinson 
concluded by advising that the resolu­ 
tion be adopted, and moved the pre­ 
vious question, b t yielded, while Mr. 
Donovan of Bay objected to the part 
referring to the republican party as 
always favoring equal taxation. 


He said this was partisan. 
Mr. 
Sawyer changed the wording and the 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Atkinson says he advised theadoi)- 
tion in order to “shut olT the wind,” 
^ n d expressed the opinion that the 
governor will not send in the message 
as requested. The advice is generally 
considered as being clever, as the 
Pingreeites stood a show of 
being 
beaten if a tight was made. 


COOK DRUM CORPS. 


I t W ill Go to N ew Y ork to S tir Up P a tri­ 
otism . 


All of the Grand Army of this sec­ 
tion will be interested in the following 
clipping from a Denver paper: 


The announcement that Colorado has 
been presented with the historic Fort 
Sumter flag sent a thrill through the 
veterans of the war. The relic is re­ 
garded bv Grand Army men as was the 
ancient hull of the ship Argo, whose 
remains were long the Mecca for pa­ 
triots of Greece. 


Captain G. H. B. Heale, leader of the 
Cook drum corps, is one of the men who 
felt a patriotic Impulse when he learned 
of the Sumter Hag. The captain was not 
long in formulating a plan by which the 
flag may possibly be exhibited to the 
eager gaze of thousands. The Cook 
drimi corps is, as every true Coloradoan 


knows, 
the most noted organization 
of the kind in the world. Its fame has 
gone to the uttermost regions of the 
globe, and it was this Incomparable 
drum corps which at Buffalo last year 
led the parade at the national encamp­ 
ment of the Grand Aripy of the Repub­ 
lic. The president of the United States 
rode just behind the corps, and at the 
close of the magnificent pageant, lead­ 
ers of military bands 
called upon 
Colonel G. W. Cook to apologize for 
insisting that the procession should 
have been led by a military band in­ 
stead of the drum corps. 
“It is not a 
drum corps,” remarked the head of a 
New York band of 120 pieces, “it is one 
of the finest musical organizations in 
existence.” 


The remarkable performances of the 
Denver boys attracted the attention of 
a wealthy man of New York, and he 
has extended an invitation to visit the 
metropolis in the event of war with 
Spain. 


“All I ask,” says the New York man, 
“is for the drum corps to march 
through the city, stopping once at each 
of the recruiting stations. I will ven­ 
ture to prophecy that by the time the 
trip is completed Uncle Sam will have 
more than enough volunteers to free 
Cuba and drive the Spaniards into the 
sea.” 


Captain Heale is naturally excited 
over the generous invitation, as it in­ 
cludes payment of all expenses to the 
seacoast and return and a royal wel­ 
come all along the line. “The corps,” 
said the captain, “is in good playing 
order, and on a few hours’ notice we 
can turn out forty strong. If we have a 
scrimmage with Spain the entire mem­ 
bership will enlist.” 


The proposition of the captain is to 
have the Sumter Hag carried at the 
head of the drum corps during the par­ 
ade in New York city.

A neet of Spanish torpedo boats is

A 
letter weighing an onnce cost eigbtpence 
for 8p luiles and a shilling beyond. 


The mails were dispatched from Lon­ 
don 
about midnight 
on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays and were due 
to arrive in London early on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday mornings. They 
were carried on horseback at the rate of 
live milcH an hour, and they were liable 
to a detention of not more than half an 
hour at each postoffice (stage) on the 
road. England was divided into six 
runnings, or roads—viz, west, Bristol, 
Chester; north, Yarmouth and Kent, 
starting from Plymouth, Bristol, Ches­ 
ter, Edinburgh, Yarmouth and Dover 
respectively.—Notes and Queries.

South America furnishes the greatest 
amount and best quality of curled horse­ 
hair, used for tilling mattresses and 
stuillug furniture. On the wide pampa 
many thousands of horses are 
bred 
especially for tho hair of their maues 
and tails. These between the round ups, 
which sometimes do not occur iu three 
or four seasous, grow to great length, 
but owiug to the luck of caro and the 
state of tho “ camps,” as tho oi>en coun­ 
try is called, the hair is usually tangled 
iu what seems au inextricable mass. All 
ovor tho camps grow muuy kinds of 
burs and thistles, and the animals as 
they graze or roll themselves about be­ 
come covered with them. Tlieir coats 
are naturally rough, the hair growing 
in an uneven, shaggy way. Stuck all 
over with burs and with mane and tail 
matted into nearly unwieldy masses, 
the poor creatures present; a comical ap* 
pearauce. After thoy are shorn they 
seem to delight iu the freedom of crop­ 
ped necks and short tails. 


Tho hair wlien cut otT is freed from 
dirt and roughuess of all kinds and 
wound into ropes, by which means it is 
made curly. 
It sells for 88 cents or 48 
cents a pound. Tho longest strands airu 
kept separated and uso(i for horsehair

as word was passed about that the 
last stage in the 
negotiations with 
Spain was reached. Many representa­

men of congrcss,

representatives, callcd at the White 
House and conferred with the president. 
To the leaders In congress he stated 
that definite results were expected from 
Madrid by tomorrow. 
This served to 
allay the Intense feeling which had

At the Capitol excitement was un­ 
abated.

On the housy 
side there was an Intensity of feeling.

Washington, Mrach 31.—The Spanish 
legation here late last night received 
a cablegram from the governor gen­ 
eral of Cuba saying that the captain 
genera! re|>Drted the pacification of the 
eastern provinces so far advanced that 
it had been decided to rescind the re­ 
concentrado order in these provinces 
and allow all subjects of this decree to 
return to their homes in the country. 
To aid In the re-estaVjllshlng of the re­ 
concentrados upon their farms, the ca­ 
blegram states, the government will 
grant them the proteetlon of tho Span­ 
ish military forces, augmented by local 
relief commltttees to look after their 
Immediate needa
